Election day got off to a rather 
stumbling start in one or two pre­ 
cincts this morning. When the of­ 
ficials at Precinct 2. Ward III were 
all sworn in and ready to open shop 
for business, they discovered they 
had no applications for ballots, so 
there was a delay getting under­ 
way there. Out at Precinct 2 of 
Ward I, early risers who cam e to 
vote at the announced place, t h e 
form er Dickson-Michael auto agen­ 
cy, found it had been moved to the 
Red Horse pale, a little farther 
north. There were also some minor 
difficulties at other precincts, but 
the election machinery got started 
all over town with only a little de­ 
lay. 
Apparently advance predictions 
of a tight vote in this election seem 
to be borne out for. at noon, a sur­ 
vey of the eight voting places in 
the city showed only 505 citizens 
had voted, as compared to 516 at I 
the same time in the last off-year 
election of 1954

YOUR PET AND TR 
What are the chances of your 
catching tuberculosis from a pet j 
animal?
